(3) Im order to obtain permission in accordance with 
article II, a request shall be addressed directly by 
the person interested, to the Consul-General for France. 
mis request shall indicate clearly the object in 
view, the person who will benefit under the permit 
and whe will be responsible for the use made of ite 
The Articles of the publishing firm, ‘f there are 
any, shall be deposited at the dame time as the request 
on pain of a rejection of the request, or withdrawal 
of the permit. 

(4) If the permit is granted no journal or review shall 

„ be put into circulation unless a sample copy has been 
first deposited with the French Police and the 
Consula 3: 

(5) In the event of an infringement of art.II (1) the
